To Take Summary Vengeance Upon the

CIMINNATI, Feb. 14.—A special from 


Muncie, Ind., to the Tribune say a: 


A letter received in this city yester- 


day discloses a gigantic plot to kill 
feuott Jackson, Alonzo Walling, Wil- 
liam Wood and the Gaskett brothers'.' 
At least three thousand .men will takff; 
part in the killing, and nnless pre- 
vented, it is thought, the attack will be 
made in the next few (lays. 


There now lives in Muncie three 


families who formally resided in the 
dangerous moonshincrsdistrictin Ken- 
tucky and western 
\lfest Virginia. 


They came here to escape being mur- 
dered, they having been interested in 
thr deadly Hatfleld feiul that caused 
bo m.iny murders in that vicinity. 
They were members of the moonshin- 
ers' nhi&key organization, which has 
over three thousand members in Ken- 
tucky and \vestern West Virginia. It 
is thought that they were leaders in 
the oeyuniiiition. 


Yesterday morning the head of one 


of these families received a letter 
frem thutdistrict instructing the three 
to come to Kentucky and 'meet in a 
certain city, the receiver of the letter 
refusing to give the name of the place; 
and that they would then prepare to 
kill Scott Jacicson, Alonzo Walling, 
William Wood and the Gaskctt broth- 
ers 


The letter further stated that each 


of the 3,000 men, if there be that many 
present, would be furnished with a 
Winchester rifle. Also, that a paper 
had been secretly circulated in New- 
port, Ky., and that l.MK) men had 
signed it, signify in F their willingness 
to join the 3,000 moonshiners in the 
killing. 
It further stated that Oov. Bradley 


hnd been notified to have the men 
Jackson and Walling brought'to New- 
port, and if this was not done they 
would go to the Cincinnati jail 4,000 
strong, armed with Winchesters and 
take the men out and kill them. 


The Gaskett brothers, who are sup- 


posed to have taken Pearl Bryan down 
the Ohio river in a boat, are also in- 
tended victims. They say that they 
know of many murders' these brothers 
have committed on tht Big Sandy, and 
that they must die. 


The receiver of the letter refused to 


make known the time of the killing or 
by whom the letter was written, only 
that it was from the officials of the 
moonshiners' organization. 


The heads of the three families will 


not respond to the call, as they think 
it would not be safe for them to re- 
turn to the district in which they are 
so badly hated by many interested in 
the great Hattield feud.

Tjrner expounded exhaustively the 


Gresham law that whenever an attempt 
was made to circulate concurrently two 
metals of different values, cheaper metal 
would always drive the dearer out of 
circulation.

Boxy Now Declare* That Orant 


Atterbarry Was Her 


Asaailant. 


COMMENTS OF THE SULLITAH EDITOR 


L«ter Particular* of the Mob'q Venge- 


ful Act—A Second Inquest— 


Three Men Known. 


Second fnqueit and Burial. 


SULLIVAN, III., Feb. 18.—The body of 


Urant Atterberry wae buried to-day in 
(be local cemetery with DO funeral Mr- 
vices whatever. The inquest that was 
leld yesterday waa conducted before 
'Squire Campbell. To-day the coroner 
arrived from Arthur, declared the in- 
quest illegal and ordered a new one. A 
new jury was impaneled. The three 
other prisoners in the jail—Charley 
Maxedon for burglary, Emmett Ramaon 
for assault, and Tom Robert*—were 
aubpoenead ac 
witnesses, and 
testi- 


fied that 
Atterberry 
gave 
each 


of them a leg of the table he had 
broken to pieces and asked them to help 
him, as be was innocent. 
They took no 


part, and he fought so desperately as to 
releRse himself from the rope once after 
it was thrown over his head. When 
overpowered he shook hands with Maxe- 
don and told him good bvo. They also 
testified that they knew several mem- 
bers of the mob; that one man's mask 
Fell off and they positively knew him. 
The jury has returned a verdict involv- 
ing three or four men, prominent citi- 
zens, as leaders of the mob, although 
they will not disclose names. 


Mrs. Boxy Atterberry in an interview 


to-day positively stated that Grant At- 
terberry was her assailant. 
Now that 


be is dead the fear which prevented her 
celling has partially passed uway, al- 
though she dreads the vengeance of 
Hinton Atterberry, who baa vowed to 
make her suffer for the lynching. She 
states that her trouble with Grant arose 
over her husband's estate which Grant 
was trying to get. 


The warrant issued for Mrs. Grant At- 


terberry, charging her with being an ac 
complice of her husband in the assault, 
bss not yet been served and the reason 
is not given. 


Sullivan Sentiment. " 


The Bret issue of a Sullivan paper 


since the IjncuioB of Grant Atterberry 
Tuesday night reached the REPUBLICAN 
office this morning. It is the Sullivan 
Herald, which devotes nearly four col- 
umns to the act of the mob 
The Sulli 


van eye-witness says the juil door was 
literally pounded into Kindling wood 
before entrance to the jail could be ef- 
fected. There was only one shot fired 
in the jsU. The bullet went into the 
ceiling. It was fired as a note of warn- 
ing to Sheriff Laneden and his two sous, 
Charles and Mark. The writer adds: 


Atterberry heard the attack on the 


outer door and getting out of bed bo 
broke up the prisoner's dinin^ table and 
giving a leg to each of his fellow-pris- 
oners and taking one for himself, he 
asked them to come out and help hitn. 
They refused and Atterberry retreated 
to his cell to battle alone. The mob 
made short work of all intervening locUs 
between them and the prisoner's cell, 
and once there he was knocked down 
two or three times and the rope placed 
around his neck. He was then jerked 
through the corridors and led down 
staira. 


At the tree in the court house yard 


the lynching was promptly executed. 
There was no wagon or ladder to use, 
but a small man with the rope in hie 
teeth climbed the tree coon fashion and 
threw the rope over a fork, the mob on 
the ground pulling with a will until 
Atterberry.'s body hung a yard from 
the ground. 
His 
face was scraped 


ngainst the tree unlil the akin 'came off. 
Before being strung up Atterberry per- 
sistently protested his innocence. 


The corpse presented a ghastly appear 


ance. The face was discolored a light 
blue except in places where the clubs of 
the mob bad fallen during the fight IQ 
the cell. Here blood had been drawn 
and the flesh bruised and the akin torn. 
There was alsoa bruised spot on the bead. 
The noose around the neck ended in a 
knot of the 
regular pattern placed 


under the left ear. The rope had sunk 
into the flesh until on the outer edges 
there lingered a suspicion of blood. The 
body had not been disturbed and IVHS 
dressed and remained in the same posi- 
tion as it was left by the mob. 


The women who visited Che scene con 


tented themselves with a look from a 
distance, but the men gathered under 
the tree direct and discussed the affair 
with more or less levity. Not one word 
ol regret, not one word of pity escaped 
from anybody. 


Mrs. Atterberry came down town soon 


ifter the body was removed, and going 
to the sheriff's office viewed the remains, 
and said that "that was Grapt." 


Identified the Ijnchtn. 


At the inquest the jury selected were 


Dr. S. W. Jobnscm, M. Ansbacher, F.'M. 
Waggoner, Thomas Donnelly, Walter S. 
Craig and Churlrt J. Swisher. 


Sheriff LaLsden was the first witness 


and testified in substance that the jail 
doors had been broken open by sledge 
hammers in the hands of an unknown 
mob of about eighteen or twenty in 
number; that he had been intimidated 
by having pistols poked under his nose 
and that be was able to identity two or 
three of the mob, but as a mob they 
were unknown. Mr. Ltnsden was also 
satisfied that Atterberry had received 
no 
injuries 
at 
the 
jail 
which 


would cause death. 
Deputy Charles 


Laneden 
te-itifled that 
the 
mem- 


bers of the mott were 
all 
dis- 


guised either by blackened faces or by 
masks. 
He said that he recognized 


three persons by their every day cloth 
ing and would swear that he WHS right. 
The men were doing duty as guards out- 
aide and that when Atterberry camp 
down stairs these three went ahead of 
the procession. 
Other witnesses exam- 


ined were John F. Lilly, Horace Monroe 
and B. W. Bam, whose testimony did 
not throw any additional light on the 
subject. The verdict was simply that 
Atterberry came to his death at the 
bunds of a masked mob. 


The lynching of 
Atterberry 
Has 


grouped the question of his guilt or in- 
nocence of the crime of rape. We do 
not presume to pass upon the question 
ourselves, but the men who executed him

lave a new hotel provided that the peo- 
ple of the city will show encouragement 
sufficient to satisfy the promoters ot the 
enterprise that the hotel will bj sup- 
ported. 
If the hotel is built at all it 


will ba erected on the Thatcher property 
at the "northwest corner of North Water 
and North streets. 
This morning Dr. 


Ibnj, Brown arrived in the city from 
Chicago to make farther arrangements. 
He brought with hirn a large colored 
picture of the front elevation of the hotel 
as it will look when built 
The picture 


shows a handsome seveff story building 
which would be a credit to any city in 
which it might be built. 
Dr. Brown 


aays that the two Chicago capitalists 
whom he represents are an nous to 
build the hotel here, and that they 
will 
ao 
it 
if 
a 
bonus 
of 


935,000 and WO.OOO will be, provided by 
the citizens and property owners who 
would be benefited by the enterprise. 
At present the Chicago men will not 
make known their names, but Dr 
Brown assures the public that they are 
men amply able to carry out such an 
undertaking. 


The Chicago men are ready to make 


a proposition to the Decatur people. 
They propose to buy the Thatcher cor- 
ner, build the hotel and furnish it all 
themselves. 
They do not want any De 


catur people to take stock—all they ask 
is that a bonus be given them. Thoy 
intend to expend $200,000 and they 
do 
not 
want to p«t that much 


money in an enterprise unless they are 
assured that it will be supported. A 
written proposition will be made and 
those who wish to subscribe, toward the 
hotel can ejgn it. The subscribers will 
not be asked to pay unless the hotel is 
built as represented. 
Op the other 


hand the Chicago men, to show that 
they mean business, will muke a cash 
deposit at the National Bank of De- 
catur guaranteeing that they will build 
the hotel if the people Trill subscribe. 
They don't expect to borrow any money 
in Deca^ur or bond the hotel, but sim- 
ply to build, furnish and manage the 
house. Dr. Brown says that tho persona 
with whom he has spoken seem to think 
that the city ought to have the hotel 
and he thinks that the prospects are en 
couragmg. There are many property 
owners who would be benefited greatly 
and who are able and probably wil 
give the enterprise substantial support 
There are one or two pdiliuae who have 
already declared that they, will make 
large donations.

Before she coo Id get way enough 
on to carry her out of danger, she was 
carried athwart the cable chains of 
the Luclndo, which was lying at an- 
chor in the stream. The Pearl struck 
the chains with such force that she 
wag almost completely cut in two. 
Then the current turned her over and 
she sank. Before she went down, 
however, & vaat volume of steam was 
seen ascending from her, and it was 
afterwards learned that her steam 
pipes had been broken.

Many of those on her lower deuU 


were fatally scalded while forty others 
were downed. 


The work of rescuing the survivors 


was extremely difficult as they were 
carried seaward with great rapidity 
by the flood. Thousands gathered 
about the scene of the disaster and 
there were many affecting scenes as 
the living and dead were brought 
ashore.

WASHISOTOJT, Feb. 12.—The senate 


to-day refused, by a vote of 29 to 31, to 
take up the house tariff bill with the 
Iree coinage substitute and that meas- 
ure continues to remain on the vice- 
president's desk. The motion had the 
support of none but republicans, the 
democrats voting solidly against It, 
together with four populists and three 
republicans. 


The urgent deficiency bill, carrying 


appropriations, to the amount of about 
six million dollars, was passed and the 
military appropriation bill was taken 
up and is now the unfinished business. 


The resolution of Mr. Allen (rep , 


Neb.) 
calling on the Interior depart- 


ment for a great mass of information 
touching the past history and present 
status of the Union Pacific Jtailroad 
Co., 
gave rise to some discussion and 


was eventually modified so as to in- 
struct the Pacific railroad commission 
to furnish the Information; and that 
commission was also authorized to ex- 
amine the witnesses who came before 
it nnder oath—that condition being in- 
sisted upon by Mr. Morgan, of Ala- 
bama, a member of the committee, who 
referred to Mr. Uuntingtou by name, 
as one whose statements he desired to 
have made under the sanctity of an 
oath. 


At another stage of the proceeding-, 


the Pacific railroad problem came up. 
Mr. Pettigrew, of South Dakota, mak- 
ing a vialent speech against the reor- 
ganization committee and its plan. 


The resolutions on the subject ot 


Cuba, were taken up under an agree- 
ment made a few days previously; but 
Mr. Call, of Florida, who had them 
in charge, consented to let them go 
over for the day.

tio of the two metals shall vary from 
the 
coinage ratio, the seigniorage 


shall be retained by the government— 
85 to 39. 


By Mr. Towne (rep.. Minn.): Com- 


mitting the United States to the free 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 15S' 
to 1, whenever Germany and France 
open their mints for the same purpose 
—146 to 52.
